NEW ORLEANS, May 12.—The Ba- 
you des Glaises levees are crumbling 
before the flood tonight and thousands 
of -people. face destitution and hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of fertile 
farm lands will probably be inundated 
in the next few days. 

The,main Bayou des Glaises levee 
has broken in ten places, the crevasses 
béing northeast and southwest of Cot- 
tonport, im the parish of Avoyelles. 
The breaks are twenty to fifty feet in 
width and widening rapidly. 

This is the gist of the report flashed 
at 11 o’clock (1A. M. New York time) 
to the Flood Relief headquarters in 
Baton Rouge. 

‘The gaps are not in. the Big Bend 
section of the Bayou des ‘Glaises sys- 
tem. That sector U still ‘holditig; ‘but 
it is expected to collapse at any min- 
ute. Me fa 
Rescue Fieet at Work, 
A fleet of vessels is already proceed- 
ing to the rescue:of the victims, but 
it will be some time tomorrow before 
the. full extent of the latest disaster 
is known. There is no direct. com- 
munication either by telegraph or tele- 
phone at this hour. It is estimated 
that the homes of 105,000 are in the 
path of the released flood waters and 
the acreage involved will probably be 
several hundred thousand.

DAKAR, Senegal, May 12 (#).~Hope 
for the rescue of Captain Saint Roman 
and Commander Mouneyres, the 
French aviators who left St. Louis, 
Senegal, a week ago today for Per- 
nambuco, Brazil, and have since dis- 
appeared, has all but been abandoned 
here.

AIR MAIL SOON FOR CANADA. 


Planes Will Take Letters From 
Father Point to Quebec, 


Special to The New York Times. 
OTTAWA, May 12.—Beginning Sept. 
1 the Canadian air force will carry 
the European mail from Father Point, 
the first point on the St. Lawrence 
touched by incoming liners, to Quebec, 
reducing the time of delivery of Eu- 
ropean mail to twenty-four hours. All 
letters will be landed at Father Point. 

If this experiment is successful, the 
service will be extended in May to the 
Pacific, where planes will take mail 
from incoming vessels at the Quaran- 
tine station at Vancouver Island and 
deliver it at Vancouver City. There 
will also be tests with an air mail 


service between Quebec, Montreal, To- 
ronto and Ottawa.

Navy Hydrographic Experts Report 
on French Fliers’ Course.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Captain 
W. 8. Crosley, Chief of the Navy 
Hydrographic Office, today submitted 
to Secretary Wilbur a report, pre- 
pared by two hydrographic experts 
who have concluded that the French

mtuch as it was in the French plane 


piloted by Nungesser. But instead of 
being open, so the pilot can see ahead, 
it is entirely inside the fuselage. 
There is a small window on’ each 
side, so that Lindbergh can.look down 
if he wishes, but to see ahead he had 
to have two éliding periscopes put in. 
When he wishes ta look forward he 
pushes a periscope out and gets: in 
this way a very limited view. The 
periscope caused much amusement 
among other pilots, although Lindbergh 
said it worked well enough for his 
purpose and that he didn’t expect to 
have to land often on the way over. 
He sits in a small wicker chair, with 
his stick between his legs. In front 
of him'is a huge instrument board, 
which Jooks like & control board of a 
power house, with every conceivable 
rort- of dial and jigger on it to give 
him readings as: to his height, air 
speed, angle of flight and on turns, 





motor speed, oil pressure and other 
things. The indicator of the earth in-

Underneath the board are a lot of 
valves, at least a dozen of. them. 

The plane has. a — spread of forty- 
three feet and is monoplane.

Lindbergh "said last night that he 
hadn't tested his plane with full load 
as yet. It will hold 425 gallons of 
gasoline and he has- had 200 in it. 
The remaining 125 gallons will be 750 
pounds more weight than he has yet 
had en it, but the take-off -with 300 
galions was so easy that he feels he 
will have no trouble with the addi- 
tional weight.

Thelr Federation Gives Dinner for 
* Him—He Praises Court Ruling 
on -Religlous Teaching. 


United States Attorney Charlies H 
| Tuttle, at a dinner given in his honor 
at the Hotel Biltmore last night under 
the auspices: of the Greater New York 
Federation. of Churches, said that both 
‘jury slackers” and ‘“‘vote slackers” 
were numerous and increasing in New 
York, while perjury had become one 
of the most common crimes and was 
less frequently punished than almost 


any other. 

The decision by the Court of Appeals 
last Tuesday which held that cutldren 
might lawfully be excused one hour 
each week from the public schools to 
attend religious instruction was said 
by Mr. Tuttle to have “rejected prin- 
ciples which were capable of conse- 
crating secularism as the religion of 
America” and to have “preserved to 
the schools themselves a way of escape 
from the sectarianism of irreligion.”’ 
He continued: . 

“Tf secular instruction has trenched 
upon the time necessary for body- 
building, how much more. has 
trenched upon the time nec for 
soul-building? This enforced omission 
of réligion from a curriculum which 
concerns itself with every other vital 
interest in life, exerts an influence, un- 
intentional though it may be, against 
religion. It makes the task of the 


perils the future of religion and of the 
nation itself. 

‘The church should be the first to 
support the American peo + in their 
insistence that in the public schools 
there shall be no ———— either 
of religion or of irreligion. By the plan 
upheld by our Court of Appeals, sec- 
tarianism is left.out of our public 
schools while religion is given stand- 
ing room in the lives of our children.”’

“There are today certain signs 
which may well be viewed with alarm, 
One is the increase of self-disfran- 
chisement. For a greatly growing 
number of our citizens the ballot box 
is no longer the sacred shrine of af- 
nual pilgrimage.

Men who, by train- 
ing, experience and ability, are best 
qualified to act as jurors, seek escape 
from the privilege of administering 
justice between man and man. Yet the 
ballot box and the jury box hold the 
richest treasures America has. They 
are the twin pillars upholding the 
temple of American government. 

“Fronf thé’ point view of the ad- 
ministration of justice, perhaps the 
most immediate menace lies in the in- 
creased disregard of the sanctity of the 
oath. Distinguished Judges recently 
have remarked upon it as not only a 
symptom of disrespect for law, but as 
turning joose upon the community vio- 
laters of evéry kind of law to continue 
their evil -practices.”’ 

The most effective remedy for all 
these evils, Mr. Tuttle suggested, was 
the diffusion of a more active sense 
of public obligation and service and 
that work, he added, must be started 
in childhood.

Counsel for Loeb in Action for 


Plagiarism Encouraged by 
Stand of First Jary.

LINCOLN MS. IS FOUND. 


President’s Speech on Sectionalism 
Turns Up at Lincoln, M. 
LINCOLN, Ill., May 12 (#).—What is 


believed to be the longest and best

“Although I have not been solicited 
in connection with the campaign for 
enlarging the facilities of the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association, I trust you 
will accept the enclosed check for 
$50,000 as an expression of my deep 
interest in the ‘work which your or- 
ganization is doimg, together with my 


best wishes for the succéssful con-i. 


summation of your significant plans 


for the future.’’ 

Mr. Rockefeller gave $900,000, the 
largest single contribution in the cur- 
rent campaign of the Young Men's 
Christian Association for $6,500, * for 
building purposes. At Y. M, H. A. 
headquarters it was pointed out that 
this was Mr. Rockefellers second un- 
solicited contribution within a year to 
Jewish causes. On May 20, 1926, he 
fave $100,000 to the United. Jewish 
Campaign for $6,000,000 for relief of 
Jews abroad. 

In a letter acknowledging the gift, 
Mr. Bloomingdale wrote: “I canfiot re- 
frain from telling you how deeply 
moved my associates and I were by 
your kindness and . 
expression of interest and support will 
serve to hearten and ot gS a 
those in whose hands has 
trusted the responsibility of yet 
the means of meeting a long-delay 
and urgent need of our youth,’’ 

Judge Joseph M. Proskauer, Presi- 
dent of the Y. M. H. A., wrote: “I 
must add my word of personal thanks 
for the gift and for the generous 
spirit which prompted it. Nothing 
could have happened which is more 
heartening to our .workers, or more 
potent for the success of our cause.”’ 

Mr. Rockefeller’s contribution 
brought the total raised so far in the 
campaign to within $1,000 of the half- 
way mark.

GOV. SMITH WILL ATTEND 


To Outline Program of New-York 
—Three Other Governors: to- Be - 
Present—Tours Are Planned.

Governors of four States, two, United. 
States Senators, many directors of 
State and county. park systems, and: 
others prominent in, politics, science 
and education and parks, forest and 
game preservation are to attend the 
Seventh National Conference on State 
Parks, to be held at Bear Mountain 
Inn May 17 to 20, it was announced 
yesterday. 

The program includes daily business 
sessions, the submission of reports on 
park work, a tour of the camping 
areas of the Harriman State Park, a 
visit to West Point and an inspection 
of the $40,000,000 county park develop- 
ment in Westchester County. The 
conference is the second of a national 
character to.be held since the organi- 
zation was formed at Des Moines in 
1921. 

Governor Smith, largely because. of 
his persistent advocacy of the exten- 
sion of the State park system, will be 
an important figure at the conference. 
He will speak at the afternoon” ses- 
sion on May 18 and will outline the 
State park program. The other Gov- 
ernors to be present are Governor A. 
Harry Moore of New Jersey, Governor 
Jackson of Indiana and Governor 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia. The Sen- 
ators expected to be present are Sena- 
tor Royal 8. Copeland of New’ York 
and Senator Peter Norbéck of South 
Dakota. 

At the opening session Wilbur A. 
Nelson, State Geologist of Virginia, 
will preside. Congressman Hamilton 
Fish Jr. of New York and Vice Presi- 
dent Franklin W. Hopkins of the Com- 
missioners of the Palisades Interstate 
Park will speak. The delegates then 
will go to the dress parade at West 
Point. In the evening Conservation 
Commissioner MacDonald of this State 
will preside. Governor Byrd will be 
one speaker. 

On Wednesday morning Colonel 
David L. Chapman, Chairman of the 
Smoky Mountain Conservation Asso- 
ciation of Knoxville, Tenn., will pre- 
side. Among the speakers will be Dr. 
Charles C. Adams, Director of the 
New York State Museum; Professor 
Henry Fairfield Osborn, President of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory; ‘Tom Wallace, editor of The 
Louisville Times, and Governor Jack- 
son, 

J. Dupont White, President of the 
Palisades Interstate Park Commission, 
will preside at the afternoon session 
and will introduce Governor Smith, 
who will deliver an address on the 
State park program of New York and 
will be followed by Senator Copeland, 
who will discuss sanitation in parks. 

There will be a sightseeing tour of 
the boys’ and girls’ group camps in 
the Harriman Park also. 

Wednesday evening will be devoted 
to trails, with Conservation Commis- 
sioner William L. Bazeley of Massa~- 
chusetts presiding. 

Thursday forenoon and afternoon the 
delegates will be guests of the West- 
chester County Park Commission, with 
a tour of its new parks and parkways, 
and a luncheon at Rye Beach. At the 
evening session, led by Director Steph- 
en T. Mather of the National Park 
Service, Senator Norbeck of South 
Dakota will speak. 

The conference will hold its final 
business session Friday morning, with 
Judge John Barton Payne ing. 

In 1921 about twenty States had 
parks or forests. Now forty-four have 
such preserves. New York has nearly 
100 separate areas; Michigan, fifty- 
nine; Iowa, forty-two; Connecticut, 
forty-one, and Ohio, forty.

Librarian, in ‘ Annual Rapist 
Depicts City’s . Intellectual 
Progress in 25 Years. 


GIVES STATISTICS AS PROOF 


People Turning From. Fiction’ to 
Informative Books, He Finds-— 
Attacks’ Mall Order Courses. 


The City of Newark, whose reputa- 
tion has rested heretofore largely on its 
manufacturing enterprises, has in the 
last twenty-five years acquired culture 
end a higher intelligence, according’ to 
Jéhn’ Cotton’ Dana,’ librarian of the 
Newark Free ‘Public Library. Mr. 
Dana contents that his city has 
grasped the spirit of the age, perfected 


and gone in for reading books that 
deal with present-day practical things, 
rather than volumes that are merely 
entertaining. 

In his annual report as librarian, Mr. 
Dana asks ‘the question, ‘‘Is Newark 
Well Taught?” He then answers it in 
an enthusiastic affirmative, with 
tables and! many figures to support 
his conclusion. He finds the better 


education of the people of his home 
town reflected with certainty in the 
statistics of the library and in the 
changes in their literary desires. 

““Newark,”’ he declares, “has begun 
in these twenty-five years of the twen- 
tieth century, to keep pace with the 
rest of the country. I do not mean in 
.business only, though the city’s growth 
in stores, industries and wealth has 
been astonishing; but in general edu- 
cation, as shown by the growth of 
schools of all kinds, and by the in- 
crease in the number of young men 
and young women who go from New- 
ark each year to schools, colleges, 
technical institutes and professional 
schools,”’ 

Of the growth of the library and the 
change in the character of books de- 
sired by borrowers, he says: 

“The most striking change is in so- 
cial science, which comprises nearly 
7% per cent..of all books borrowed 
fromthe main library as against 2% 
per cent. twenty years ago; fine arts 
is now 4 per cent. against a former 2 
per cent.; natural science and useful 
arts have each increased by 1-3; the 
classes showing slight decreases in 
proportion to other subjects are reli- 
_—. philology, history; fiction has 

pped over eight points.” 

In another part of his report, Mr. 
Dana, commenting on correspondence 
school courses, oo that about 10,000 
Newark, pay each 
year a total of more than $200,000 to 
‘correspondence schools in other cities, 
and that a recent inquiry has shown 
that less ‘than 10 per cent. of them 
complete these courses. 

“It seems to be a well-established 
fact,”” he avers, ‘that some correspon- 
dence schools arrange their courses 
with the specific purpose of inducing 
most of those who buy them to drop 
them after the first few lessons. Num- 
bers one, two and three are made en- 
couragingly easy; but the fourth is so 
constructed as to discourage the pur- 
chaser by its difficulties. That is to 
say, the student often pays for ten to 
twenty lessons in his first purchase, 
and in fact takes only three;—a profit- 
able arrangement for the school.”’ 

The report shows that the library 
lent 1,495,777 volumes during the year, 
about 50 per cent. of which went into 





the hands of children.

STRESSES PROPER TRAINING 


Criticizes Practice of Concentrating 
in One Favorite Branch After 
Studying Conditions There.

BERLIN, May 12.—Germany has ma- 
terial for making one of the world’s 
greatest Olympic games teams if prop- 
erly developed, General Albert Sherrill, 
American member of the Internationa] 


Olympic Sports Commission, told Tus’ 


New York Times correspondent tonight 
after looking over the field and hold- 
ing a conference with ex-Secretary of 
State Lewald, the German member of 
the same commission... 

Sherrill does not base his conclusions 
on shap judgment, but arrived at that 
conclusion. after last year’s visit to 
110 German cities in which he noted 
the national athletic movement fos- 
tered by the Government as a means 
of replacing the physical training for- 
merly given Germany's men by army 
service. With everybody interested in 
athletics there are sure to be discov- 
eries of talent which otherwise would 
never be known, he says. 

A firm believer that sprinters, hur- 
dlers and jumpers are rn and not 
made, General Sherrill believes the 
only way to get the country’s best is 
to have everybody try. This system 
has resulted in the discovery of Dr. 
—* Peltzer, world’s greatest half- 
miler. 

There is little chance that Germany 
will turn out winning teams in the 
weents and distance runs, but there 

regia | reason to believe they will give 
account of themselves in the 
—— and sprints. One fact, however, 
may hinder t e discovery of talent, and 
that is the proneness of the German 
athlete to specialize and train hard in 
one particular sport, when an expert 
trainer would see he was not above the 
average in his chosen line, but could 
develop into championship material for 
another branch. 

Another drawback to the develop- 
ment of team specialists is the fact 
that many of Germany’s leaders dis- 
courage the development of experts, on 
the aye that athletics should inter- 
est the greatest number instead of pro- 
ducing a few spectacular wizards for 
others to see and admire. For this 
reason the Reichstag will stint appro- 
priations for Olympic teams. 

On'the other hand a number of influ- 
ential papers such as the Ulistein Pub- 
lications favor the team and suprem- 
acy spirit as a méans of stimulating in- 
terest, and they will arrange to finance 
the training. Sweden's appropriation 
of $84,000 for its team created a sensa- 
tion here and there is a feeling that 
Germany should be able to do as much 
for her representatives.

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FRENCH FINANCE AND POLITICS. 
The shadow of the next general 
election is already upon public life 
in France. Not even the great suc- 
cess of the Government in rescuing 
and virtually stabilizing the franc, 
and securing a surplus in the Treas- 
ury, has made it immune to insidious 
attacks by politicians. Those be- 
longing to the Radical groups have 
been particularly restless for some 
time. They have been making 
speeches and making threats. For 
this they were charged by friends of 
the Government with “ playing poli- 
tics,” though the financial future of 
Ahe country is not assured. One of 
them, a Deputy from the Dordogne, 
GEORGES BONNET, made a_ public 
reply. He affirmed that all the poli- 
tics was not on the side of the Rad- 
ical Socialists. Something like a 
vicious propaganda, from within 
Government circles, has been aimed 
at three members of the Poincaré 
Cabinet,. namely, HERRIOT, PAINLEVE 
and BRIAND. Why were these Radi- 
cals singled out unless to indicate 
that.an effort was to be made to 
crush their party in the general elec- 
tion of next year?

OIL AND CONSERVATION. 

Vast oil yields in the Seminole 
field of Oklahoma have brought 
about an overproduction suddenly 
styled “malignant” by those lead- 
ers of the industry who have ap- 
pealed to the Government to help 
keep oil in the ground. We have a 
sympathetic statement. by the Chair- 
man of the Federal Oil Conserva- 
tion Board, Secretary WorkK; the 
proposal of a definite conservation 
plan by Mr. TEAGLE of Standard Oil, 
and Mr. FARISH of the Humble Oil 
and Refining Company, a sub- 
sidiary; and a mixture of protests 
and I-told-you-so’s from vigilant 
independents. 

To the public, so recently the 
beneficiary of a price-cutting cam- 
paign, the cry of alarm over too 
much oil comes as a surprise. Gen- 
erally it had been told that the 
supply was limited; that higher 
prices were indicated by world con- 
ditions. During the year 1924 par- 
ticularly it was not unusual for the 
American citizen to read in the 
press the forebodings of an oil cap- 
tain depicting an oifl-less age. These 
must have been misjudgments, for 
how the prodigal output of a single 
field in Oklahoma has resulted first 
in price slashing and now an appeal 
to the Government, which, when it 
established the Conservation Board, 

was looked upon by many leaders of 
the industry as more bent upon 
meddling than improvement. 
- Independent oil leaders, comment- 
ing upon the appeal and plan rep- 
resented by Messrs. TEAGLE and 
F'ARISH, now declare that they have 
from the first favored active con- 
servation measures by the Govern- 
ment, and add that the very in- 
terests now asking it were in full 
opposition. They criticize also the 
recent price reductions by the larger 
companies as a wnon-conserving 
measure, but. now, as from the first, 
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source of expansion, the problem 
of controlling overproduction would 
seem to be moré difficult even than | 
that among the farmers. Mr. 
suggests that in a given area all 
interested producers. be given: each 
a fractional interest in wildcat acre- 

age, so as to prevent competitive 
exploitation. This, it is asserted, will 
arrest the progress of such con- 
ditions as that in the Seminole, 
where the daily production averages 
350,000 barrels. Against this idea 
mixed counsels and interlocking 
State and Federal laws appear to 
stand. 

The discussion will undoubtedly 
help the industry by focusing at- 
tention upon it, and -benefit may 
come from the conferences in New 
York an‘ Washington. As yet only 


-| one thing seems clearly established: 


there is need and function for the 
Federal Conservation Board. 


THE CITY LOAN, 

The sale of $60,000,000 New York 
City bonds at a price which fixes 
the average net interest charge at 
less than 4 per cent. was significant 
as a sidelight on the condition of the 
investment market. Before the city 
bond sale, however, the price com- 
manded by existing high-grade 
bonds, no less than the United States 
Treasury's recent refunding. of 
$1,300,000,000 Liberty 414 per cents 
at 342, had proved that the cost of 
money to such borrowers had fallen 
to the lowest rate since pre-war 
days. That the New York loan has 
been placed on more favorable terms 
than any long-term offering since 
1909 is only confirmatory evidence. 
The contrast with the $100,000,000 
loan at the end of 1914 issued on a 
6 per cent. basis, to take up matur- 
ing foreign obligations of the city, is 
perhaps even less impressive than 
the contrast of recent Treasury 
financing with the 6 per cent. rate 
paid in 1920 on a United States 
short-term loan. 

The forty to fifty years’ maturity 
of the city bonds applies the low rate 
to a much longer period than any 
fixed in recent Treasury financing. 
Municipal loans have the advantage 
over even Federal borrowings, as at 
present placed for the longer periods, 
that holders are exempted not only 
from the State tax but from the full 
Federal income tax. Yet this will in 
all probability be increasingly less 
valuable as the tax-reduction pro- 
gram is pursued in the longer future. 
The highly advantageous terms ob- 
tained are therefore primarily evi- 
dence of the country’s extraordinary 
accumulation of investment capital, 
which is pressed on the market with 
special urgency by the large fidu- 
ciary companies. Requirements of 
some of these companies are said to 
average a million dollars daily, and 
the character of.their investment is 
usually limited by law. The recent 
rapid retirement of United States 
bonds accentuates this phase of the 
situation, and behind all stands the 
undoubtedly increasing wealth and 
surplus income of the American com- 
munity as a whole. 

Gratification at the effect on New 
York City finances cannot wholly 
supersede recognition of certain 
dangers in such easy access of public 
borrowers to private capital. It is 
an inducement to larger State and 
municipal borrowing throughout the 
country. Heaping up of indebtedness 
of this nature has already become 
one of the striking tendencies of the 
day. Increase in borrowing for pro- 
ductive purposes by industrial or 
transportation companies at the 
lower rates may be beneficial in all 
respects, but increase in public bor- 
rowing, prompted by ambitious and 
sometimes unnecessarily extensive 
projects for public works, means 
proportionate increase in the taxes. 
In the ultimate economic result of 
the growing belief that the reservoir 
of American investment funds is in- 
exhaustible there is a larger ques- 
tion difficult to answer in the excep- 
tional conditions of the day.

TEACHERS IN A MODEL SCHOOL. 

The fortieth anniversary of. the 
Horace Mann School last January 
was the occasion for an outpouring 
of generous public tribute. There was 
no lack of emphasis on the proud 
place: which the school occupies in 
this community and in the history of 
American education. It has been 
described as “ the focus of the forces 
“of the renaissance of American ed- 
“ucation’’ and a “ model for model 
schools.” But in ote respect the 
Horace Mann School is not a model. 
It has trained generations of chil- 
dren and of teachers at the cost of 
underpaying its teaching staff. Its 
ideals ‘have been maintained at too 
heavy a sacrifice on the part of the 
men and women who have rendered 
it loyal service. 

Women teachers in the Horace 
Mann elementary classes receive 
$600 a year less than women teach- 
ers in the corresponding grades in 
the public schools. Women teachers 
in the Horace Mann high school de- 
partment receive $1,300 a year less 
than in the public high schools. The 
average Horace Mann salary in the 
elementary classes is $2,200 and in 
the high school $2,370. . Teachers Col- 
lege contributes to the Horace Mann 
School the use of land, buildings and 
equipment, together with the cost of 
care and upkeep. The parent insti- 
tution has no resources for an in- 
crease of salaries. For that pur- 
pose there is now being raised an 
endowment fund of $1,000,000. There 
must be many citizens who will be 
glad to testify in practical fashion 
to their interest in this pioneer and 
still pre-eminent institution. 


PRINCETON’S SCIENTIFIC SPIRIT. 


Professor PUPIN, in acclaiming 
JOSEPH HENRY’ as Princeton’s Pa- 
tron Saint of Science, sees this spirit 
potent in that institution through 
the hundred years since HENRY made 
his contributions to pure science. It 
was this sometime teacher of boys 
in the Albany Academy, son of 
immigrant Scotch parents, ANNE 
ALEXANDER and SAMUEL HENRY (day 
laborer), who began there his ex- 
periments in the little schoolroom 
with the electro magnet, and after- 
ward, as a professor in Princeton, 
discovered the principle: which has 
its application in the telegraph re- 
lay, making telegraphy possible over 
considerable distances. It may be 
said, too, that “he discovered the 
“ essential. phenomena of wireless 
“telegraphy.” He left it to others to 
apply the principles of his discovery, 
and moved on in search of still other 
truth as yet unknown to man. . 

There are still older traditions of 
the scientific spirit at Princeton, ex- 
tending back into the eighteenth 
century, when a young Scotch pro- 
fessor of chemistry, by name JOHN 
MACLEAN, who had studied in Paris. 
filled the first chair of chemistry in 
an American college. He taught the 
“ antiphlogiston”’ theory which was 
later discredited, but at any rate he 
made with a few hundred pounds a 
beginning in a field into which every 
college and university .in .America 
has followed, many of them with a 
better equipment than that which 
has, under Dr. HUGH Scott TAYLOR'S 
—— become “the centre for

PROTECTING GERMAN YOUTH. 


Having begun with a law for the 
Suppression of “ smut and trash” in 
print, the German Reichstag’ now 
moves on to consider a bill for regu- 
lating the theatre, music, dancing 
and other amusements as they affect 
persons under 18 years of age. There 
are phases of the “youth move- 
ment” with which the political ele- 
ments now in power are far from 
pleased. If something survives of 
the old German discipline—and there 
is plenty of evidence to that effect— 
Germany should be more successful 
than some other countries in coping 
with the post-war moral revolution 
whose waves wash all the shores 
from China to Peru. ' 

It is significant that the most 
comprehensive efforts at moral regi- 
mentation should now be under way 
in a land which knows: not the W. C. 
T. U., Rotary clubs, anti-evolution 
prophets or other familiar signs of 
American civilization. ‘The German 
people before the war welcomed drill 
and authority in the external life, 
but were permitted wide freedom in 
the cultural realm. Germans boasted 
of extending hospitality to. rebel 
artists and thinkers frowned upon in 
their native lands. She welcomed 
BRANDES, IBSEN, STRINDBERG, OSCAR 
WILDE. She experimented boldly 
with the Freie Buehne and with 
FRANZ WEDEKIND. On a different 
level. WILLIAM II, for all his fervent 
advocacy of the established pieties, 
was notoriously eager to build up a 
“night life” in Berlin, as essential 
to the city’s status as a world cap- 
ital. Berlin’s night life today com- 
pares, by all accounts, with anything 
in tee way of Stygianism that is to 
be found anywhere, But the present 
republican régime does not like it. 
A nation living in “heavy times.” 
should do with less frivolity. Ger- 
mah youth cannot jazz all night and 
work by day at the reconstruction 
of the Fatherland. 

The situation in Germany, as well 
as in Italy, where MUSSOLINI has 
frowned upon the freer, looser life, 
makes it rather difficult to hold up 
“Europe” as an example to the 
would-be regulators and repressors 
of our own Middle West. In some 
of the most ancient European home- 
lands of art and the free creative 
spirit. people are making the distinc- 
tion between Beauty and the not so 
beautiful.

To the assertion that science 
has done little to increase the produc- 
tion of food, Sir JoHN Russa. of the 
famous Rothamsted Experimental Sta- 
tion replies that agriculture has found 
it easier to follow the lines of popu- 
lation pressure than the results of re- 
search. Quick means of transport have 
made it expedient to place more land 
under cultivation to meet the demands 
of growing populations, 

Yet science has made some contribu- 
tion to the solution of the food prob- 
lem. That there has been an increase 
of output per man-hour under the 
stimulus of higher farm wages is 
proved, for example, by the fact that 
in 1881 it took 117 man-hours to grow 
one ton of English wheat and in 1921 
only 82. Here, however, the imple- 
ment inventor and the manufacturer 
of fertilizers will rise to claim some 
of the credit for the achievement. 

Sir JoHN is on surer ground when he 
contends that science is now better 
able than before to cope with such 
catastrophes as blights and heavy rain- 
falls, and that there is a more scien- 
tifically intensive cultivation of mar- 
ket garden and fruit land which mani- 
fests itself in higher yields.

So a college girl and boy, both smoking 
while he drives with one hand, a traf- 
fic policeman and a radio fan will 
grace the new Princeton building.

Proposal of. Church;Committee 
Would Remove Desertion 
as Grounds. 


“GREAT ABUSE” IS ALLEGED 


Adoption Would Restrict Remar- 
riage to Innocent Parties in 
Adultery Cases. 


PITTSBURGH, May 12 (#%.—De- 
sertion will cease to be a recognized 
cause for divorce in the Presbyterian 
Church, if the recommendation of a 
special Church subcommittee made 
public today is accepted. 

The endation proposed that 
the Confession of Faith be amended to 
make adultery the only recognized 
cause for divorce and to limit divorced 
persons who may be remarried in the 
Church to the innocent parties in 
divorce actions based on adultery. 

The Presbyterian Church is the only 
one of the confessional Protestant 
communions, which includes the Epis- 
copal, Methodist, Lutheran, the Re- 
formed Church in America, the Re- 
formed Church in the United States 
and the Christian Reformed Church, 
pose recognizes any cause for divorce 

— adultery. 

y’s recommendation has been 
approved by a subcommittee of the 
General Assembly’s special Committee 
on Marriage and Divorce, which has 
been considering the whole subject 
during the past year. The subcommit- 
tee is headed by Dr. Clarence Edward 
Macartney, pastor of the First Presby-

LONDON, May 12.—Lord Walter 

Kerr, former Admiral] of the Fleet, died 


| today at Melbourne Hall, Derby, at 


the age of 88. He was the fourth son 
of the ‘severith Marquess of Lothian. 

Lord Kerr entered the navy in 1853. 
He served in the Crimean War and 
also in the Indian Mutiny, participat- 
ing in the capture of Lucknow. From 
1899 to 1904 he was First Sea Lord. 

In late years Lord Kerr was an ad- 
vocate of peace. ‘‘There’s one thing I 
am keen on working for in my old 
age,”” he said recently, ‘‘and that is 
the League of Nations.”’ 


The active naval] career of Admiral 
Kerr covered more than half a cén- 
tury. He started as a boy of 14 and 
was only 15 when he served on the 
Neptune and Cornwallis in the Baltic 
expedition during the Crimean War. 
In the Indian Mutiny he was with the 
Naval Brigade as a midshipman at the 
siege and capture of Lucknow. He 


was made a sublieutenant at 19 and a 
lieutenant at 20. 

In 1870, while a commander, he won 
the silver medal of the Royal Humane 
Society for jumping overboard m a 
height of thirty feet into the River 
Tagus and rescuing a man. He was 
only 33 when promoted to the rank of 
captain. From 1885 to 1889 he was pri- 
vate secretary to the First Lord of the 
Admiralty and for about the last two 
years of that period he was aide-de- 
camp to Queen Victoria. 

He hoisted his flag as second in com- 
mand ‘in the Mediterfanean in March, 
1892, and a few months later joined 
the Board of Admiralty as Second Sea 
Lord. He left Whitehall in May, 1895, 
with the rank of Vice Admiral, and 


| took command of the Channel Fieet 


for two years. He returned to the 
Admiralty in August, 1899, as First 
Sea Lord and held the post of senior 
naval member of the board until suc- 
ceeded by Sir John A. Fisher five 
years later.

FOUND. DEAD OF GAS 


Man, Apparently Prominent Once 
in Grand Street Boys’ Group, 
Discovered in Rented Room. 


Maurice S, Marks, 55 years old, was 
found dead last night in a furnished 
room at 526 State Street, Brooklyn.

CAPTAIN IS CLEARED 
IN GOLORADO MISHAP 


Navy Board Finds Grounding 
Here Was Unavoidable and 
Makes Final Report. 


$80,000 DAMAGE TO SHIP 


Extra Workmen Called to Repair 
the Dreadnought Quickly —Pilot 
Not in Naval Jurisdiction. | 


The board of inquiry investigating 
the grounding of the superdreadnought 
Colorado off South Ferry on April 30 
completed ‘its hearings yesterday at 
the navy yard in Brooklyn. 

Although prevented by naval regula- 
tions from making its findings public, 
the board was said to have exonerated 
Captain Franklin D. Karns, command- 
ing the battleship, and to have decided 
the grounding was unavoidable. The 
reco endation of the board, consist- 
ing of Rear Admirals H. J. Zeigemeir 
and Luke McNamee and Captain W. 
H. Stanley, that no further action be 
taken by the navy against Captain 
Karns, will be transmitted to Vice Ad- 
miral Louis R. De Steigeur, command- 
ing the battleship division of the fleet. 


He will submit the report to Admiral 
Charlies F. Hughes, in charge of the 
fleet. The documents with the en- 
dorsement of Admiral Hughes will be 
sent to Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, 
who will then decide whether to make 
public the findings:

Walter .Damrosch has accepted the 
post of Musical Counsel for the Na- 
tional Broadcasting ‘Company as the 
first step toward the organizatién of. 
a “University of the Air,"’ aceording to 
a statement issued yesterday” by Mer- 
lin Hall Aylesworth; Pregident of the 
National Broadcasting Company. It 
was stated that Mr. Damrosch will of- 
ficiate and advise in all matters relat- 
ing to the possibilities.of music on the 
radio and musical activities. 

“T (propose to’ givé ‘twenty-four 
orchestra concerts with - explanatory 
comments on the works presented, and 
on the instruments of a symphonic 
orchestra,”’ said Mr. Damrosch. ‘‘These 


| | eoncerts shall be broadcast*to every 


school and college.in.the country that 
chooses’ to accept them, There will be 


‘| three series, eight.concerts each, with 


carefully graded programs :-one for the 
elementary schogls, one. for the high 
schools and the third‘for college. 
“Previous 406 concerts I woul send 
each school that desires it a question- 
naire on thé music to be performed and 
my explanatory comments, together 
with the | roper ' ansWers,”’ he ex- 
plained. hese answers, of course, 
would be jutenaéa only ‘for the eyes 
of music téachers. After each concert 
the pupils could -be. examined by the 
teachers and rated accordingly.’ 

Mr. Damrosch said that interested 

parents might receive these question- 
naires as well—distributed through the 
school authorities or the’ local news- 
papers. The papers might‘then print 
the correct answers a few days later. 
Mr. Damrosch ‘continued: 
“There is one problem that would 
first, have tobe satisfactorily solved 
either through the varios Boards of 
Education or through local generous 
minded -citizens who would perceive 
the desirability of having the children 
of their community grow up with the 
proper. musical equipment. This is the 
supplying of ‘radio receivers ahd loud 
speakers to the majority of schools and 
colleges in the country. Such’ radios 
would have to be first-class instru- 
ments in every respect in ‘order to 
transmit the ‘many tone colors of an 
orchestra properly.” 


There was much speculation in New 
York radio circles yesterday as to 
which broadcasters. would be forced 
to pa'r waves in-accordance with a 
letter mailed to m stations by Com- 
missioner O. H. dwell. There are 
now forty-eight. stations:in the New 
York zone operating on thirty-two 
waves. To obtain a 50 kilocycle separa- 
tion the number of channels must be 
reduced to nineteen. 

It was learned: yesterday the stations 
will be rated in the reallocation in re- 
gard to public’ service they perform, 
number of years they have been on the 
air, and ‘their ~ behavior relative’ to 
“pirating” a wave When the ban was 
lifted last. July by the decision of the 
Department of Justice. Location and 
equipment to perform a service to-the 
listeners will also be -considered. 

A. survey of the New York stations 
yesterday revealed that most of them 
have received a letter. from the com- 
mission ‘ wafrning* them to choose a 
“partner station.’’ 

It was learned that. neither WEAF 

nor WJZ received, letters. and this is 
taken as an ifdication that they will 
not be compelled to share waves, or 
divide ‘them. »* Station’ WNYC. was 
asked to find a partner.

Districts Supply thé Greatest 
‘Single Challenge. 


CLEAN SPORTS ADVOCATED 


Sea Director Sees Danger to Youth 
in Monotony of City— Elec- 
tion of Officers. 


If the Boy Scout movement had been 
expanded in the rural districts at the 
close of the ‘World War, as it was in 
the cities, the nation’s agricultural 
problem would be much nearer a s80- 
lution, according to Burridge D. But- 
ler, Chicago. publisher of farm jour- 
nals. Mr. Butler, speaking yesterday 
at the seventeenth annual convention 
of the National Council at the Hotel 
Biltmore, urged the organization to in- 
crease its membership in rural commu- 


nities. 

In the report of the committee on 
rural scouting it-was pointed out that 
the greatest single challenge to the 
scout organization was from the rural 
districts. Fewer than one-tenth of the 
Boy Scouts came.from those districts, 
the report said, although rural Amer- 
ica comprises nearly one-half of the 
population. 

Dr. John H. Finley, Chairman of the 
Committee on Education, introduced a 
report which wag explained by Pro- 
fessor Elbert K. Fretwell of Columbia.

Unless clean sport and adventure 
were furnished, crime among boys un- 
der 20 years old would = increase, 
Thomas J. Keane, a Lieutenant in the 
naval reserves and national director of 
the Sea Scouting Section of the Boy 
Scouts of America, declared. The Sea 
Scouts now number more than 3,000, 
Mr. Keane said. 

There never was a time in the his- 
tory of the country when temptation 
for boys between the ages of 15 aoe 
20 w-3 so great as now, declared Mr 
Keane. He reminded his audience that 
more than half of the inmates of Sing 
Sing were under 21 years of age and 
that the crime age had been fixed by 
sociologists at 19 years. Mr. Keane 
warned against further continuous city 
confinement of boys between the ages 
of 15 and 20, of whom he said there 
are now 2,400,000 in the country. 


Decries City Monotony. 
The saddest thing in the history of 


any country, Mr. Keane said, was the 
point of view of the average Amer- 


| ican city boy “who sees his father 


arise at a definite hour every morning, 
eat a hurried breakfast and rush to 
work, only to return in the evening, 


i tired out and bored—a slave to the 


huge Goliath of industrialism.” “This 
picture ‘of life to him looks horrible,” 
he went on. “It is the very soul of 
monotony. He asks himself, ‘Is this 
what I shall have to do when I 
grow up?” 

The solution, Mr. Keane said, was to 
give boys adventure, particularly on 
the water. They must have adventure 
and romance, he said, and recommend- 
ed the sea as “the last frontier” of 
this experience.

The witness declared falteringly that 
Kelly did not tell her where or why he 
was going when he left his apartment 
about 4:30 o’clock. She admitted that 
the party, which included her friend 
Helen Wilkinson and Max Wagner, 
had about two drinks of gin apiece, 
which were served by Kelly. 

Mrs. Raymond had been on the stand 
about three-quarters of an hour when 
court was adjourned until tomorrow 
morning. At times her face quivered 
as though with difficulty stifling a

FIND FAULT WITH SUBWAYS 


“They Add to Congestion Instead of 
Relieving It, Says Report—Air 
Reasialn Skyscrapers Urged. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.-The Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects in conven- 
tion here adopted a resolution today 
deciaring that land exploitation ham- 
pers effective application of city plan- 
ming principles, and the institute au- 
thorized a nation-wide survey of the 
problems of land development and reg- 
wiation. 

‘The institute's committce on com- 
Miunity planning, of which Henry 
Wright of New York is Chairman, will 
make the study and report its find- 
ings to the 1928 convention. During a 
discussion of the resolution Mr. Wright 
a@sserted that New York was suffering 
“ea scourge of small-house building 
that is an absolute to any 
city.” He added that the solution of 
the problem of better community plan- 
ning and building rests with the Amer- 
ican architects. 

*‘New York has changed greatly since 
the war,’’ said Mr. Wright. ‘Before 
that time it was well kept and uncom- 
monly clean. New York had learned 
how to run a city. The small, flimsy 
buildings which have been built in 
recent years, and which would not be 
allowed or tolerated in any other city, 
@re eyesores and have upset the whole 
situation. 


» Sees Zoning Benefits Nullified. 


“It is our belief,”’ the institute's res- 
Slution read, “that little improvement 
fia possible unless methods of regula- 


tion are contrived which will relate 
the subdivision of land to the heeds 
of the community and to the pre- 
scribed functions to which the land is 
to be devoted. 

“"We believe that it is high time to 
take action which shall result in alter- 
ing the present basis of land exploita- 
tion and direct it toward the improve- 
ment of our communities.”’ 

The institute’s Committee on Com- 
munity Planning in its report said that 
the benefits of zoning were curtailed 
wherever premature land exploitation 
has added a complicated basis of prop- 
erty lines and irrelevant subdivisions. 

The report took up the suggestion of 
Henry Curran of New York that the 
skyscraper has become a social men- 
ace and an economic nuisance, and the 
plan of Raymond Hood that skyscrap- 
ers, to be either socially tolerable or 
esthetically ‘desirable, must provide 
their own open’ te pes in amounts pro- 
portionate to their cubic capacity. 

Mr. Hood's plan was characterized 
as a possible solution “‘whose only dif- 
ficulty is that it would remove the 
chances for financial profits that de- 
rive from the overcongestion of land, 
and so eliminate the motive which has 
brought the skyscraper into existence. 

“Along with the criticism of the sky- 
ecraper,"’ the report said, ‘‘has arisen 
a skepticism as to the essential ser- 
viceability of modern methods of rapid 
transit development. 

“More than one observer has come 
to realize that the subway, so far from 
relieving congestion, actually increases 
H by necessitating a more intensive 
wse of the abutting properties. 

“Since the skyscraper and the sub- 
Way are the two major enterprises 
which absorb the financial resources 
of the growing metropolis this grow- 
ing skepticism and doubt indicate a 
@trong undertow away from congestion 
even though we are perhaps still far 
from the turn of the tide.’’

FACTORIES ON RECORD LEVEL 


Consumption of Electricity Indicates 
Activity in April. 


Manufacturing plants in the United 
States set a new high record for pro- 
ductive activity in April, based on the 
consumption of electrical energy, the 


increase over March, 1926, amounting 
to 2.5 per cent., which was the previous 
record month, and the increase over 
March, 1927, being 4.1 per cent., The 
Electrical World reports.

Reserve's 
report of its purchase of $59,500,000 gold 
from the French Government's hold- 
ings lately released at’ London and not 
yet shipped from that market. In the 
Reserve Board’s weekly statement this 
amount is entered under resources as 
“gold held abroad”’ but is not included 
under “total gold~ reserves?’ Since 
Government securities held by the Re- 
serve banks simultaneously d e 
$62,300,000, to much the’ smailest ag- 
gregate of the year, the two operations 
were naturally associated in the finan- 
cial mind. 

Establishment of a foreign gold bal- 
ance by the Reserve system is not un- 
precedented, but the only previous in- 
stance, the $173,000,000 thus reported in 
1919, was an accidental result of gold 
paid by Germany to the United States 
Grain Corporation for foodstuffs, and 
disposed of bythe corporation to the 
Federal Reserve. It was lodged at 
London for a year and reported in the 
system’s regular gold reserve; but by 
February, 1921, all of it had been 
shipped to New York and the account 
had been extinguished. Even without 
the inclusion of the present gold pur- 
chase in thé systeiri’s reserve account, 
an Increase of $26,200,000 was reportedg 
in the regular gold reserve, and the re- 
serve percentage rose from 78 per cent. 
to 80.

The New York Stock Exchange yes- 
terday suspended from membership. for 
six months Harry EB.

stock on April 7 last he bought 200 
hares of the order for his own account 


at a price not justified by the then 
condition of the market, and failed to 
notify the member who gave him the 
order, either directly or through a 
broker authorized to act for him. 

At his office yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Hall said he had “nothing whatever 
to say about the action of the Stock 
Exchange.””’ The suspension of Mr. 
Hall, who is the only Stock Exchange 
member of Bruning, Jackson & Co., 
automaticall <4 removes that firm from 
the Stock Clearing Corporation. The 
suspension notice, which was read 
from the rostrum of the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday morning by E. H. H.

PARIS, May 12.—Today’s ‘weekly 
statement of thc Bank of France 
shows nearly 2,000,000,000 francs pur- 
chases of foreign gold securities in the 
past week, bringing the past month's 
total up to 5,000,000,000 francs, or $200,- 
000,000. Ostensibly these purchases were 


‘| necessitated by the bank's fight to 
| keep the franc from rising in value. 


WLether there were additional reasons 
for piling up foreign credits may be a 
secret. 

Since Premier Poincaré took hold of 
the feeble franc the French, having 
restored the Morgan credit of $100,- 
000,000, have repaid the Bank of Eng- 
land $165,000,000, have -purchased in 
France $100,000,000 worth of gold, and 
the latest statement of the bank shows, 
under the mysterious heading, ‘‘Mis- 
cellaneous,”’ 16,000,000,000 francs’ worth 
of assets. 

This is known to be in foreign se- 
curities, and 16,000,000,000 francs’ worth 
represents more than $600,000,000 worth. 
So. that, since M. Poincaré’s régime 
started, the Government and the Bank 
of France have acquired nearly $1,000,- 
000,000 worth of gold credits. The 
amount ‘of gold and gold credits the 
Bank of France now has amounts to 


about 75 a goid value of the 
whole of ce’s circulation. 

The Bank of France has been obliged 
to print only 4,000,000,000 or 5,000,000,- 
000 francs of extra notes to accom- 
plish this end. Most of the toreign 
credits were obtained through the re- 
turn to France of money sent mc whee 
last year and recent heavy foreign 
purchases of French Government se- 
curities. This week, although the bank 
spent 1,878,000,000 in the exchange mar- 
ket, circulation showed an actual de- 
crease of 700,000,000. 

This was rendered possible by the 
banc cutting its liquid assets by 1,250,- 
000,000 and by its using part of the 
heavy increase of nearly 2,000,000,000 
francs in current deposits. The State

MEETING AT ATLANTIC°CITY 


- | Cotton Textile Institute Forms Print 
Cloth Group Here to Study 
Problems. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 12 #).— 
The Board of Government of .the 
American Manufacturers’ Association, 
representing the Southern branch of 
the industry, tonight considered pro- 
posals for subordination of the Na- 
tional .Council of American Cotton 
Manufacturers to the Cotton Textile 
Ingtitute. The National Council is 
composed of representatives of the 
Southern association and of the Na- 
tional Association of Cotton Manufac- 
turers, whose mills are chiefly in New 
England. The meeting tonight was 
preliminary to the annual conventions 


of the two associations, which will 
open tomorrow. Joint will be 
held tomorrow afternoon and night. 

The results of tonight’s discussion 
will not be announced until the Na- 
tional Council meets on Saturday after 
the close of the. two conventions. 

The National Council has been in op- 
eration several years for consideration 
of any matter of interest to both 
branches of the ustry. The Cotton 
Textile Institute is of more recent ori- 
gin and was founded with the idea of 
providing a national organization for 
the third industry of the coun- 
try and the last of the great ones to 
get together on such a basis. Legisla 
tive and political questions only are ex- 
cluded from its activities. 

The American Association is the only 
one which has scheduled a business 

here. This will be held on Sat- 
urday morning, at which time George 
S. Harris of Atlanta, Ga., is expected 
to be advanced from First Vice Presi- 
dert to succeed James P. Gassett of 
Williamston, 8.‘ C., whose term ex- 
pires. H. R. Fitzgerald of Danville, 
Va., is expected to be promoted from 
Second to First Vice President, and his 
successor likely will be chosen from the 
Carolinas. 

Through the leadership of Walker D. 
Hines of New York the institute has 
taken steps to establish the industry 
—* an advanced basis of coopera- 
ion. 

Officers of the associations declined 
to comment upon the suggested subor- 
dination or possible dissolution of the 
National Council. But they were en- 
thusiastic over the results which they 
expected from the joint meeting. Del 
egates from below the Mason and 
Dixon line re-echoed those sentiments. 
More than 1,000 members and guests of 
the two conventions have registered at 
hotels. 

At tomorrow night’s joint dinner, at 
which Mr. Hines and Robery Amory 
of Boston will be the chief speakers, 
members of the Association of Cotton 
Textile Merchants of New York will 
be guests. 


Representatives of fortp-eight mills 
at a meeting of the Cotton Textile In- 
stitute here yesterday formed a print 
cloth group to study problems of that 
branch of the industry. Walker D. 
Hines, President of the institute, out- 
lined the following fields of activity 
for the group: 

“Collection and dissemination of 
more ccmplete information for the 
benefit of members. 

“Study of problems relating to cost 
accounting. 

“Analysis of existing and possible 

new uses for the product and the ex- 
tension of domestic and foreign mar- 
kets. 
The following Advisory Committee 
for the group was appointed: John A. 
Law, Chairman, Spartanburg, 8. C.; 
J. W. Bowen, Vice Chairman, Fall 
River, Mass.: J. P. Grossett, Williams- 
ton, S. C.; J. EB. Osborn, Fall River;

Skinner, Cohoes, N. Y.; William H. 
Winchester, New York.

The last days of Carl Ethan Akeley, 


#/ noted African explorer, sculptor and 


inventor, and his last resting place on 
Mount Mikeno in Uganda, the scene of 
his greatest exploits as an explorer, 
were described yesterday by his wid- 
ow. Mrs. Akeley, when her husband 
died last November, took his place as 
leader of their expedition and carried 
on for four months until it was brought 
to a successful conclusion. 

‘Three or four times while in Africa 
he had told.me that he wanted ‘to go 
in the harness’ and ‘to be buried in 
Africa’,”’ she- said, and then added, 
“his wishes were fulfilled.’ 

Mrs. Akeley returned to this city on 
the Olympic last week after being

with the Cross of the Knight of the 
Order of the Crown, an honor rarely

a woman. 
The story of the last’ African hunt 
was told by Mrs. Akeley yesterday af- 
ternoon at the American Museum of 
Natural History, where the great hall 
in which the great collection of Afri- 
can wild animal life is to be displayed 
will be named in memory of the noted 
explorer. 


Traces Route of Travels. 


A large map of Africa and a sketch 
of the Uganda country where Akeley 
died were pinned to a screen and as 
Mrs. Akeley described the trip ' that 
lasted from January of last year until 
two months ago, she traced the route 
of their travels. She told how her hus- 
band suddenly became ill with fever 


after he had been working incessantly 
during the Summer. He was cared for 
a week in camp, she said, and after 
the fever had subsided somewhat, was 
removed by motor truck to Nairobi for 
medical treatment. 

“He had no recurrence of fever,” 
Mrs. Akeley said; “‘and one of the best 
in Kenya pronounced his 
condition one of fatigue and not of in- 
ectious iliness.”’ 

Mr. Akeley spent three weeks in the 
Kenya Nursing Home and then started 
for the Congo. The work was 
carried on for several weeks. But af- 
ter a long trek on foot through the 
Gorilla mountains of the Pare National 
Albert; Mr. Akeley became so ex- 
hausted that one day he had to be

$450,000 Westchester Purchase 
Halts Proposed Real Estate 
Project of Mandell Company.

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., May 12.—The 
purchase by John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
of 450 acres of land south of the Sleepy 
Hollow Country Club and opposite the 
Rockwood Hall Country Club has pre- 
vented an extensive real estate devel- 


opment which, it was understood, had 


been planned by the Mandell Com- 
pany. The price paid is said to have 
been in the neighborhood of $450,000, 
which is said to have been about $100,- 
000 more than Mr. Mandell paid when 
he purchased the property from Frank 
A. Vanderlip. 

Mr. Rockefeller now owns about five 
square miles of some of Westchester 
County’s choicest property. His hold- 
ings run from the Albany Post Road 
to Pocantico Hills. 

While the Mandell oe owned 
the property there was an agitation 
among the residents of Archville to 
annex the holdings to North Tarry- 
town. It would have made a most de- 
sirable consolidation, but all chances 
of annexation are now killed. What
